Probably be Located at Rail­ 


road Intersection 


Mayor Harvey M. Oowing and Oity 
Attorney George Young were before 
the 
Indiana 
Railway Commission, 
at the State House in Indianapolis 
yesterday, on business pertinent to the 
building of the O., H. & D. depot in 
this city. 
The m atter was thoroughly discuss­ 
ed and it was decided that a feasible 
plan of procedure at this time would 
be to mak e an effort to secure a union 
depot. 
The O., H. & D. property is in the 
hands of a receiver and it has proven 
a difficult matter for the commission 
to force them into erecting new sta 
tions 
without 
going 
through the 
Federal court with the cases. 
Insomuch as the Big Four company 
has tak en over the L. E. 
A W. com­ 
pany. and In many places is consolida­ 
ting the business and depots of the 
two railroads, it is thought that the 
union depot proposition will readily 
appeal to these two oompaniee. 
The O., H. A D. with the decision 
of the commssion against them, would 
probably readily enter into such an 
agreement without lawlng, and the 
only 
probable 
protest would come 
from the camp of the Pennsylvania 
company. 
It Is thought by the city authorities 
that the J. M. A I. depot here Is in 
violation of the new laws on railway 
stations, and that they could be forced 
to either erect a new station or enter 
into the nnion depot plan 
As the logical location of such a sta­ 
tion would be at the intersection of 
the Big Four, Lak e Erie and O.. H 
A D. railroads, 
all 
the objection 
would come from the Pennsylvania 
officials. 
Their main track s are with 
in two block s of this site, however, 
and they could back their four pas­ 
sengers trains each day on a siding to 
this point with the loss of but a few 
minutes, and as there are no through 
fast trains on their line, it could be 
done with their suffering but little In­ 
convenience. 
A petition will be circulated among 
the citizens of Rnshville, to secure a 
union depot# and May or Cowing and 
the oity offioials will heal the peti­ 
tion.

an d from these an d from Mr. Tilford . 
the govern m en t’s coun sel, Fran k B. 
Kellogg, say s that the gravam en of 
the govern m en t’s charge that on ly a 
pseud o liquid ation was effected an d 
th at the tru st con tin ued as an en tity 
an d un d er the sam e con trol as st the 
tim e of its in ception in 1882, has been 
proved 
Mr. Kellogg was able to d evelop th at 
the liquid atin g trustees an d their as­ 
sociates liquid ated on ly en ough trust 
certificates to give them a m ajority of 
the stocks of the tw en ty subsid iary 
com pan ies an d that they voted these 
stocks as in d ivid uals an d m ain tain ed 
a con stan t con trol over the in tegral 
compan ies. 
The d ivid en d s d eclared 
on the stocks of these com pan ies were 
paid d irectly to those hold ers who had 
liquid ated the tru st certificates, an d 
to the trustees who held the stocks 
again st the un liquid ated certificates of 
the trust.

Th la Utterance Is Taken tut rn G uar­ 
anty of This Country’s Heal 
Interest In China’s Welfare. 


America’s Pre-Eminent fat — ice In 
the Orient Is Now R e g a rd e d ss 
Being R e -E sta b lish e d . 


Shanghai, Oct. IO.—The comment 
of the Chinese press, officials and peo-, 
pl© on the visit to Shanghai of War 
Secretary Taft Is most enthusiastic. 
Th© reports published lh the news­ 
papers of this city on the subject have 
been telegraphed to all parts of China. 
The general feeling of the Chinese on 
the utterances of Mr. Taft may be 
summarized as follows: 
“The United States will not sell the 
Phillippiue 
Islands, 
an 
assurance 
which is welcomed, as it means that 
there will be no extension of Japanese 
influence and a continuance of Amer­ 
ican influence in the far East. 
“The Chinese desire to interpret 
Mr. T aft’s statem ent id!ten tin g that 
the United States favor the open door 
policy in China as being unofficial, but 
at the s me time made on high au­ 
thority at I indicating that the United 
States wl,I support it in China and 
maintain the policy in Manchuria, the 
only place where the open door Is 
threatened. 
Mr. 
T aft’s 
endorsement 
of 
the 
United States court for China, over 
w'hieh Judge Wilftey presides, is look­ 
ed upon as meaning a continuance of 
the new era of justice and as demon­ 
strating that the United States is real­ 
ly Interested In China. 
“The enthusiastic welcome accorded 
to Mr. Taft here atones for the boy­ 
cott of American goods and demon­ 
strates China’s friendship for America. 
"The assurances given in regard to 
fair treatm ent of the emigration ques­ 
tion are accepted in good faith. 
“China trusts in the United States 
and believes in her as a true friend.” 
Although the visit of Mr. Taft to 
Chiiih is unofficial. It is regarded as 
being epoch-making and as assuring 
the return of confidence on the pait 
of China in the United States, which 
was disturbed by the boycott, aud as 
re-establishing the pre-eminent influ­ 
ence in the empire of America estab­ 
lished by the late Secretary Hay. The 
Chinese consider the United States to 
be the only power not wanting to an­ 
nex a portion of the territory of China 
and as being disinterestedly concerned 
in China’s welfare. 
It is regarded as 
assured that the utterances of Mr. 
Taft will give American business men 
in China renewed confidence to push 
the lines of trade in which the United 
states is interested. 


Jap Colonization Scheme, 
Toklo, Oct. IO—The official publi­ 
cation of the Japanese foreign office 
makes 
denial 
of special telegrams 
from Washington and London, pub­ 
lished recently in Tokio newspapers. 
in which it is declared that Secretary 
Taft during bls recent visit 
here, 
threatened to apply the exclusion act 
in the United States until Japan halt 
ed the emigration. Announcement has 
just been 
made of a colonization 
scheme which will open up 1.000,000 
acres of land in Korea to Japanese 
settlem ent, and officials aver that this 
will solve the question of emigration 
to America.

Mrs. Komadka a confes­ 
sion was the latest development fol­ 
lowing ber arrest for a robbery com­ 
m itted at the home of C. E. Beck, 
when jewelry valued at more than 
$1,000 was stolen.

her peculations a negro, Albert Jones, 
and a man known as Ralph Smith.
